We're Talking About 


Contempt of Court— 


Not of Each Other 


The Arkansas Gazette, replying 


to our editorial of November 23 ac- 
cusing it of being in contempt of 
court in commenting on state sen- 
atorial reapporlionmi-nt when thai 
issue is before the Arkansas Su- 
preme Court, .--.ays this morning: 


"U occurs to us that if there is 


-•my suspicion oi contempt of court 
in this anywhere it might He in The 
Star's absurd implication that the 
justices are likely to be unduly in- 
fluenced by any newspaper's edi- 
torial comment." 


Hut the judges on the supreme 


court bench can read, and regard- 
less of the Gazette's twisted reas- 
oning it is an accepted principle 
among both jurists and newspaper- 
men that editorial comment placed 
too near the hour of a judicial de- 
cision is unfair, prejudicial, and 
subject to dilation for conlcmpt. 


The Gazette, speaking no more 


kindly than we did in our piece on 
November 23, KOCS on with its edi- 
torial this morning as follows: 


"The need for reapporlionmenl 


seems to us obvious. There have 
been major changes, in the pattern 
of population since ii)37, when the 
present districts were established. 
As an example, Hcmpslead 'county, 
where Hope is located, is now part 
of a senatorial district that con- 
tains 4i.7ll persons. Each of Pu- 
la.ski's two senators currently re- 
presents 08,342 citizens. 


"H is our opinion that such a 


spread (and it is not the grealcsl) 
violates the basic principle of sen- 
alorial rcprescntalion. That seems 
to us to be a matter of proper edi- 


1 torial concern, and one of more im- 


portance than the local political ar- 
rangements thai undoubtedly would 
be disturbed by reapportionment." 


I Rather from the foregoing thai 


the Arkansas Gazette is bolstering 
its defense against the charge of 
contempt by counter-charging that 
Hope Star-is, ( l i , interested in the 
particular setup of our present se- 
natorial district, and (2) bent on 
defending a representation in the 
stale senate which is out of pro- 
portion lo our comj'y's population.

Arkansas Gazette insists on group- 
ing Hempslead and Miller counties 
in a single senatorial district, which 
in 'view of the continuing throat of 
a 3-per-cenl slate sales tax propos- 
al could mean economic disaster 
for our community. Miller county, 
outvoting us, might always have the 
litate senator's voice; and he, rep- 
resenting a majority county thai is 
exempt from paying state sales tax, 
might not care how high the sales 
tax rale were fixed—so thai Hemp- 
stead county would be taxed and 
destroyed in order to give Miller 
county revenue without taxation.

Congressman Oren 
Harris told 


the Hope Kiwanis club today at its 
regular meeting in the Hotel Bar- 
low that the next twelve months 
would mean wl.ether or not there 
will be an oil-out war. "The climax 
will come," he said, "from about 
March of next year through July." 


Speaking on the 
subject 
'The 


State of our Mobilization," the Con- 
gressman declared: 


'If Russia docs nol slarl a world 


war by then, our defense program 
will be so far along and we will be 
so strong militarily they, nor no 
one else, would dare atlack." 


In speaking of Ihe Korean war, he 


said he believed Ihe alomic bomb 
should be used lo slop the aggres- 
sion. 'The alomic bomb could be 
*fsed in laclical opcralion now on 
the battle field, as well as behind 
where the Communists continue to 
build up iheir forces, even across 
Ihe Yala in Manchuria." 


"The use of the atomic bomb 


would nol create any greater mor- 
al problem than the use of 'block 
busters' in World War 2." 


"We have seen," he said, "how 


weakness invites disaster. Decisive 
action should be taken now." 


In discussing the state of our 


bilization program, he said the 
Congress had to make a decision- 
thai is, we had to make a necessary 
choice between equally undesirable 
alternatives, a perplexing predica- 
ment." 


With a mixture of humor in ;i 


serious thought provoking speech, 
he. commented that one Comman- 
tator said that the 82nd Congress, 
"SPENT, SPIED AND HARRIED 
HARHY", but history will show 
that the 82nd Congress 
will be 


known as the "National Defense 
Congress." He explain^- that at 
the outset of this Congress such 
proposals as Civil Rights, National 
Health program and Farm Brannan 
Plan were put on 'deep freeze." 


He explained that we made two 


serious mistakes follosving World 
War 2: (1) by completely 4cmobil- 
Izing while Russia increase'd its 
military strength and (2) by put- 
ting the slightcsl failh in Russia lo 
coopcralc in a program for peace. 


In mobilizing Ihcre are Ihree ob- 


jectives to meet: 


<1) Providing and training mili- 


tary personnel to the cxtcnl of S'/a 
million. This part of our program is 
well underway. 


(2) Mobilizing our industry to pro' 


vide materials, supplies and arma- 
ments. This takes time but is well 
underway, and, 


(3) Obtaining strategic materials 


so necessary and vital in our mo- 
bilizalion program. 93 items arc on 
the stock pile list, which we must 
obtain from sources outside the U. 
S. In providing this program more 
than $9;> billion was appropriated 
by this congress. 82% of which was 
to pay for war, our security and na- 
tional defense. 


The subject of investigations has 


required much time by this Con- 
gress. 134 investigations have been 
underway, many of which have de- 
termined Ihe policies. 


The 
Congressman 
emphasized, 


however, in the midst of all this tur- 
moil we cannot overlook our basic 
objective to prcvcnl aggression and 
the enslavement of other nations as 
well as the threat to our own se- 
curity. 


'There have been many costly 


mistakes made. To take advantage 
as has been shown in many instan- 
ces and to perpetrate crime for per- 
sonal gain is lanlamount to treason 
and cannot be tolerated." 


Huge necessary programs which 


we have been forced to undertake 
in our own security affords such op- 
portunities, 
reported 
actions 
in 


many instances have shocked the 
faith in our Government. Not all 
reports arc true, however, and the 
confusing problem has been lo de- 
termine what was factual and what 
was nol factual." 


"Our difficulty," he said, "in the 


Congress was to meet serious re- 
sponsibilities without crippling this 
greatest productive system." He 
emphasized the following basic fun- 
damentals: 


'We must mobilize and be ready 


lo prolect ourselves against aggres- 
sion that would come from the heart 
of Moscow. Cooperation for peace 
having failed adequate strength re- 
quires absolute priority. 


"We must not only be ready to 


end an atomic war if it comes and 
we all pray to God that it doesn't, 
but we must be in a position that 
they would know it is an act of 
•suicide to make such an attack, on 
us or our Allies. 


'Cooperation with other free na- 


tions is vital to this strength, mu- 
tual security in the free world is 
necessary to uor own existence, 
ence. 


"We must prevent our system 


from being destroyed from within. 
This means vigorous 
action 
to 


stamp out subversiveness and trai- 
tors within our shores. 


This means that we cannot per- 


mil those within our own Govern- 
ment or having influence in policy 
with communist leanings or even 
sympathizers. This means that we 
cannot tolerate even lip service or 
tagging along with the idea of re- 
cognizing the Communist 
view- 
point.

Irin. He said tho same aim was 
behind Russian troops

Germany and Poland. 


The Yugoslav premier did not 


mention the Western Allied forces 
in Western Germany. 


"Reactionary circles in the West 


are promoting a crusade against 
communism, but this propaganda 
is very clangorous because Russia 
is not Communist," Tito said. "It 
is not even truly Socialist. 


"I believe that Communist and
